not to fortuitous circumstances, but 
to the deliberate determination of 
the German leaders to abandon these 
attacks,^as has long been done in 
the,case of Paris.

trustworthy source a few days after 
the final London raid of the decision 
to send no more Zeppelins and sister 
ships 
of 
the 
Schuettelsaz 
type 


against London. Air raids against 
England, 
the 
correspondent 
was 


told, would not be abandoned entire- 
ly. ;They were considered to be of 
great service in holding at 
home 


guns, airplanes and men of the Brit- 
ish aerial defense which otherwise 
would be freed for service in France. 
Bur in future the attacks would be 
directed against the provinces in- 
stead of London. _The next and final 
expedition of the year, on November 
27, was directed against the Mid- 
land counties, in accordance 
with 


•this prophesy and resulted in 
ihe 


loss of two Zeppelins. 


The predominant reason for 
the 


decision 'to discontinue attacks ou 
London probably is the 
increasing 


strength and efficiency of the air de- 
fenses of the city, but- the effect of

BRITISH SUBSCRIBE 


Zyz BILLIONS TO 
THE NEW WAR LOAN

London, Feb. 
19.—The money 


subscribed to the new British war 
loan is at least 700,000,000 pounds, 
exclusive of contributions from the 
banks, Andrew Bonar Law, chancel- 
lor of the exchequer stated in the 
house of commons today. 


Mr. Bonar Law said the number 


of applications received for the war 
loan on the last day wa» so large 
that 200,000 or 300,000 were not 
dealt with and the result would not 
be known until next week. 


"I am glad, however," the chancel- 


lor said, "to be able to say that the 
loan has succeded to a greated ex- 
tent than I expected but not greater 
than I hoped. I hope, however, that 
what | have just said will not en- 
courage exaggerated estimates which 
might create the dangef that what 1 
consider amazing financial efforts ol 
this country would 
be minimized 


when the actual figures were known. 


"When I was asked 
what 
the 


amount of new money I considered 
necessary to make the loan a sucess, 
I stated a figure which was larger 
than I expected but not than I hoped. 
That figure was 600,000,000 pounds. 
Without taking into account direct 
contributions from banks which it is 
desirable to avoid that figure already 
has been exceeded. The excess will 
certainly amount to $100,000,000."

One whose life had been so con- 


tinuously spent here and whose for- 
bears were such, potent factors In 
the business and social life of old 
Newark deserVes more than a mere 
notice.

She was of Quaker descent on her 


mother's side. Her mother, Martha 
L. Kin?, another sister, and a broth- 
er, Nathan King, were brought to 
Newark by their .father and mother 
Mr. and Mrs. Joseph King, in the 
early days of our city's history. 


They came from New Jersey, and 


it is worthy of note that they were 
among the passengers of the first ca- 
nal boat arriving from the East. 


'This was a gala day for Newark. 


The boat was met by the most prom- 
inent citizens led by Mr. Israel Dille 
attired in courtly dress and ruffles, 
who did the honors of the town. Mr., 
Dllle has as his descendants now in, 
Newark, Mrs. Anne Black and Mr. 
Frederic M. Black. 
Mr. Dille took 


them to his home, which then was 
in the northern suburbs, and was 
tone of the show places of Newark.

It was then 
owned and occupied by the late Lew-

subject before the general assembly 
this week. 
The special 
taxation 


committee is expected to report out 
a bill in some form to 
take 
the 


place of 
the 
Parrett-Wlnttemore 


act, 
recently held -unconstitutional 


by the Ohio supreme court, and a 
bill for relief of debt-burdened cit- 
ies is expected to be formulated and 
presented for passage this week. 


The administration's agricultural 


bill and highway bills also will be 
up for action this week. 
Governor 


Cox will have the Reynolds woman's 
presidential suffrage bill presented 
to him for his signature. Governor 
Cox has announced that he will act, 
upon the bill as soon as it reaches 
him. He has not said what he will 
do with it but suffragists say they 
have intimations that he will sign 
it. 


The House and 
Senate steering 


committees will be organized this 
week and will direct the work of ex- 
pediting the session so that it may 
be concluded in March. 
These com- 


mittees will report out administra- 
tion measures and are expected to 
sidetrack scores of minor measures. 


Labor representatives are endeav- 


oring to get the Tom Reynolds bill, 
providing for an eisht-hour day for 
all working women, passed at this 
session but there is strong opposi- 
tion offered by the manufacturers 
and others who declare it 
would 


have a serious effect on the labor 
market and the present industrial 
activity of the state. 


Although Columbus boasts of a

If there 
were any vegetables in it Pepys did 
not consider it necessary to mention 
them, and it is possible that there were 
none. Potatoes were hardly known in 
England at that time, and many other 
vegetables now considered necessaries 
were either not known, or were rarely 
used.—San Francisco Bulletin. 


Metchnikoff's Dream. 


Dr. Elie Metchnikoff. the great Rus- 


sian medical scientist, who for .many 
years made his home in Paris, was the 
son of au officer of the Russian guard. 
He had the figure of a rnoujik, an 
abundant, uncultivated beard, long hair 
and big, dreamy eyes.

Measuring » Rainfall. 


The depth of the sheet of water that 


would lie on level ground if noue of 
the water were lost by evaporation or 
soaking into the soil represents the 
amount of rainfall of a given storm 
and is measured by a rain gauge. The 
standard rain gauge of the weather 
bureau consists of a funnel shaped re- 
ceiver eight inches in diameter at the 
top, surmounted by a cylinder of one 
and one-half inches in height and eight 
inches in diameter. The funnel is 
placed in a cylindrical reservoir, 2.53 
inches in diameter and twenty inches 
in height The area of the cross sec- 
tion of the reservoir is to that of the 
receiver as one to ten, or one inch of 
rain falling in the receiver corresponds 
with ten inches of water in the gauge, 
being magnified ten times for the con- 
venience and accuracy of measure- 
ment

FARM HINTS 


Spread Manuri* on Cornfields This 


Spring. 


To prevent loss of food by fermen- 


tation and leaching iu barnyards and 
stables, manure should be spread on 
the corn ground during the late win- 
ter and early spring months. Great- 
er returns are obtained from manure 
bprcad evenly over a large area than 
irom the same amount 
scattered 


heavily over a smaller tract. 


As an average of 17 year's tesl 


the Ohio 
Experiment 
Station 
al 


Woosler .eight tons of manure pei 
acre applied in a three-yea* rotation 
of corn, wheat and clover has pro- 
duced 25 bushels more corn than 
land receiving no treatment. 
Four 


tons of manure to the acre on both 
corn and wheat in a five-year rota- 
tion of corn, oats, "wJieat, clover and 
timothy has produced an increase o£ 
14 :j bushels oL corn, as an average 
of 20 years. 
Jfeaght tons of manure 


on the same crops in the same rota- 
tion has increased the corn yielc 
only 23 8 bushels during this period. 
In other words, doubling the amount 
of manure has increased the corn 
yield only 06 per cent. 
In order to 


apply the manure evenly and over a. 
larger area a manure spreader is 
recommended by 
the 
Experiment 


Station. 


Grain ^Jot to Be Fed Alone to Breed- 
ins Hogs. 


In order that losses by accidenl 


may be prevented and the period of 
usefulness of the animals for breed- 
ing purposes lengthened, breeders 
want hogs with strong, dense bones. 
Since cereal grains are low in min- 
eral elements, they should be supple- 
mented by teeds rich in these con- 
stituents, 
i 


When confined in yards hogd are 


often fed largely or entirely on gram 
rations ,so that their bones are soft 
and easily broken. Nutrition studies 
conducted at the Ohio Experiment 
Station proved that cereals 
alone 


will not produce normal growth of 
bone. 
Corn alone and corn 
with 


soybeans produced the least bone. 
Rations of corn 
supplemented 
by 


tankage and by skimmilk produced 
the most bone 


Because of their high protein and 


lime content alfalfa and clover hay 
may be fed to advantage to mature 
breeding hogs, and in the 
spring 


green leguminous crops mav be used. 
For feeding 
in 
connection 
with 


grains, to breeding hogs in confine- 
ment, the Experiment Station also 
recommends lime, corncob charcoal, 
bone flour and wood ashes. 
These 


may be fed in self-feeders, prefera- 
bly mixed with a small amount of 
salt.

Trees maj be Pruned During Winter 


Months. 
Pruning young apnle trees during 


the dormant state has been effected 
at less expense m vitality of 
the 


trees than the removal of twigs and 
branches during the growing season, 
in the experimental orchard at the 
Ohio Experiment Station. 
This ex- 


periment, which has been conducted 
for the last two years 
with 
apple 


trees of several varieties, many of 
which have reached the age of fruit 
bearing for the variety, 
has also 


shown that the greatest total growth, 
both m length and 
in 
diameter of 


branches, is made by unpruned trees. 


Summer pruning has resulted in a 


much greater modification of growth 
than the 
removal 
of 
a 
similar 


amount of wood 
in 
the 
domanl 
state. Removing twigs and branches 
causes a temporary setback in the 
development of the trees. Any style 
of prunning modifies the 
natural 


growth ir proportion to the import-' 
ance of the parts removed. 


The removal of a reasoable min- 


imum rather than a maximum of 
growing parts, and at the same time 
training the tree in such a way that 
Jt will develop a form 
that 
facili- 


tates necessary orchard operations, 
seems to be the 
best 
method of 


training for fruit production, accord- 
ing to the results of these experi- 
ments.
